Jane’s Says East Gains in Air Power Balance 


LONDON, Dec. 7 (UPI).—The 
East-West balance of air power is 
shifting away from the West to- 
ward the Soviet Union, the au- 
thoritative Jane's All the World's 
Alreraft” said today. 

The West's edge in aircraft and 
training in Europe is being eroded 
tapidly, the British edited inter- 
national aircraft catalogue said. 

It added that the Russians are 
developing a smali lightweight 
fighter as a defense against the 
Cruise missiles which is expected 
spearhead the US. strategic δὺ- 
tack force following cancellation 
of the B-1 bomber program. 

“Tt is vital for ell peoples to 
understand thet the fragile co- 
existence maintained for a gene~- 
ration by balanced East-West 
military power is being alicwed to 
Πρ. inch by inch, from our 
grasp,” Jane's editor, John Tay- 
lor, said in a foreword to its 1971-- 
78 edition. 


Advantage Being Eroded 

“In the past.” Jane's said, “the 
fact that NATO tactical air forces 
are outmumbered nearly three to 
two by Warsaw Pact tactical air- 
craft in Europe was offset by the 
higher standards of Western air- 
craft and training.” the foreword 
said. “The advantage is being 
eroded rapidly.” 

Jane's argued that the United 
States may have “sowed the 
seeds of defeat for the Western 
powers" by abandoning the B-i 
strategic bomber in favor of 
Cruise missiles. 

“Only one military leader has 
previously put massive faith in 
such missiles,” Jane's said, “and 
Britain, in a far from technolo- 
gically advanced age, had little 
difficulty in coping with Adolf 
Hitlers V-1 flymg bombs [in 
World War ΠῚ." 

“Can we be confident that mod- 
ern Cruise missiles, flying at 
subsonic speed, lacking the dis- 
crimination of human control and 
short of effective countermeasures 
at this stage of their evolution, 
would prove immensely more suc- 
cessful?” Jane's argued. 

The foreword said that if the 
Russians had staged one of their 
old style aviation dey fiypasts 
over a Moscow airport last July 
as they did in the past, “it would 
have proved a shattering experi- 
ence for Western observers.”

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Steel Import Plan in U.S. 


The Carter administration’s plan for steel 
imports has one indisputable virtue: It is, 
at least, preferable to any of the other solu- 
tons under discussion, It is especially pref- 
erable to import quotas, which a lot of 
People in Congress loudly demand. As pro- 
tectionist devices go, the administration's 
formula for reference prices is the least bad 
of all possibilities. 

The possibilities do not, unfortunately, In- 
elude doing nothing at all about steel im- 
ports. The steel industry, you can argue, has 
brought much of its current trouble down on 
itself. But it’s impossible not to feel deep 
concern for the people aud the communities 
now deing hit by layoffs and shutdowns. 
There is 2 limit to the rate at which people 
can change their lives, and whole regions 
their livelihoods. The disruption now threat. 
ens to go well beyond the normal effects of 
business competition. The strugele for world 
steel markets is becoming increasingly 
desperate. 

The reference, or trigger, price system 
aims at the right target—not at imports in 
general, but at imports sold below the cost 
of production. The major offenders cur- 
rently are not the Japanese producers but 
the Europeans, who have enormously ex- 
panded their shipments to the United States 
over the past year. With slow economic 
growth throughout the world, the demand 
for steel is slack. But in most countries, no- 
tably in Western Eurape, the mills are under 
great pressure from their governments to 
keep producing, even at a loss, to avoid more 
unemployment. 

The steel companies In the United States 
have contributed to their own vulnerability 
to foreign competition. Their present state 
seems, at first glance, inexplicable. Steel 
prices have heen going up much faster than 
the inflation rate, yet steel profits have sunk 
dangerously low. Why should costs rise 50 
much faster for the steelmakers than for 
other U.S, industries? The President’s Coun- 
cll on Wage and Price Stahility has pointed 
to one answer—the consistent pattern of ex-

Civilized ... sensitive ...a man of indepen- 
dent income who does not work for a living.” 
But that’s only to begin with; it doesn’t 
really describe the man, and still less his 
extraordinary career of public service. It is 
true that David Bruce did not need to work 
for a living. And so, while he was from 
time to time a Jawyer, a tobacco farmer, 8 
banker and a business broker with eclectic 
interests (sugar plantations, racetracks, 
newspapers, parachute-manufacture, ofl and 
project for de-nicotinizing cigarettes), he 
worked almost all of his life for his country.

The reference price system establishes 
cost of producing steel by the most efficient 
foreign producer—that is, Japan—and adds 
the cost of shipping it. Any steel coming into 
the United States at less than that price 
would automiatically be subjected to invez- 
tagation for dumping, which 15 illegal The 
cost of producing steel in Europe is roughly 
the same as in the United States; in Japan 
it is less, Sut, with the recent rise of the yen, 
the difference is hardly enough to cover the 
cost of transporting it to California. Under 
present costs and exchange rates, it will be 
difficult for any of the foreign mills to ex- 
pand sales here. But if the U.S. producers 
let their costs get out of hand again and 
Keep making wage settlements far above the 
national pattern, they will again find them- 
selves undercut on prices. 

Any final judgment on this plan will have 
to wait until the administration publishes 
the actual reference prices, perhaps around 
the end of the month. If they are too high, 
they will merely constitute a Ucense to the 
US. mills to raise prices without fear of their 
overseas competitors. If the reference prices 
are toa low, the series of mill closings will 
accelerate, Under the guise of a statistical 
computation, the Carter administration is 
now trying to find 2 balance between eco- 
nomic efficiency and social stability.

As for the other triumphs, they were 
mostly quiet and difficult to measure, for 
they took the form of nothing more spectac- 
ular than the consistently effective, profes- 
sional practice of diplomacy. David Bruce 
was not an ideologue. He was more often 
the engmeer than the Inventor of policy— 
he made things work. “Diplomacy is the 
Management of international relations by 
negotiation.” he ance said.
